the late engagement with Lord Howe.” 

Merchants in London have advifed their Cor- 
relpondents in this city, that all bills drawa on 
Cargoes unfold, will be noted for non-payment. 

Captain Colden, of the mip Active, of New- 
York, has obliged us with the following informa-

The laft accounts from Europe flated, that the 
Pruffians, under the command of their king, had 
laid fiege to Warfaw ; that the city, from differ- 
ent circumftances, could not be fubjefied to a 
complere blockade ; bot thac the Profkans had 
began to bembard it. One of the reafons why it 
was oot clofely invefted, may have been, that 
Kofciufko, at the head of 50,000 Poles, was en- 
trenched ander the walls. This was the common 
report, aod the fubfance of it was undoubtedly 
genaine, i 

Capt. Benner, of the thip Lady Walterflroff, 
has juft now arrived here from Hamburg, which 
place he left on the 13thof Auguft. He gives a 
report, as we hear, which he affirms to be authen- 
tic, that there has been a general engagement 
between the two armies—that the have been 
vitorious—and that Frederick William has been 
taken prifoner and durnz alive / 

That, before this time, there muf have been a 
bloody battle is more than probable. That che 
Proffians may have been defeated, and that their 
king may have been taken prifoner is poſſible e- 
nough; and ashe has afted towards Poland with 
2 degree of bafenefs greater than is ufual even a- 
mong kings,-it is likely that in fuch a condi- 
tion, he would be made an example of revenge.

A veſſel has arrived 
here which left Bre the 4th Sept. The French 
fleet was manned, vidtualled, and ready for fea, 
confiting of 50 fail—40 of which were line of 
battle ships, the others frigates. The armies of 
France were growing rich by their captures. Mr. 
Munro had arrived [afe in France; and Captain 
Barney had a proſpect of getting a commifiion. 

A veffel from Sct. Mare brings aews of the 
French general, Lavaux, re-congecring that 
place and putting to death the Britiſt garrifon, 
confiiling of 700 men. 

** The death of Robertfpierre gave univers! 
fatisfaQiioa—the nation was net burthened with 
taxe:—military fame was the ambition of every 
man.

LATEST INTELLIGENCE, 

From the feat of war, tranflated for the General 
Advertifer from Hambargh papers, received 
yefterday by the brig Lady Walterftroff. 
Coblentz, Aug. 14.--Three weeks fince, the 

French had began to aflemble in force near Sar- 
louis aud Thionvilie ; and at Treves it was not 
even thought of taking any meafures. in confe- 
puence of this intelligence, or to apply for ipec- 
dy ailitance. ‘Lhe eieftor informed of the dan- 
Ber of bis capital by one of bis meflengers on his 
return trom Laxemberg, requefted juccours of his 
brother (duke Albers of Saxe ‘Tefchen lace gov- 
ernor of the Netherlands) che commander in chief 
of the army of the German empire, who allowed 
him che contingeot of the eleGor of Cologne and 
that of the wpper Rhine. —Thele German troops 
proceeded but flowly, and before tiey arrived at 
the place appointed, a deferter who was au aid- 
de-camp of che French General, had informed 
the imperialifts ot the whole pian of the enemy, 
ang told them, with an affected sir of compafiion, 
that 60,000 Carmagnols would foon make their 
appearance. The delerter had told the troth, 
but the ſtatement of the number of the enemy 
exaggerated. All| was now confufion / 

On the 8th the enemy approached in two co- 
lumns ; the firfl between Treves and Luxemburg, 
in order to ftop the commenication between thole 
_ two places, and effe& a paflage over Conzerbruck 
[the bridge of Conz over the river Sarre} the ſe· 
cond colama advanced againft the formidabie in- 
treachmenis near Pellingen, raifed by the lae 
General Brontano. 

The bridge was defended by two cannon load- 
ed with grape fhot, and a few Imperialias, who 
fought like heroes, and beat off the enemy four 
times ; but the chief attack of the French was 
direfted againi che redoubts of Pellingen, which 
were only occupied by an incomplete battalion of 
Manfredisi and 200 Croats. The largeft redoubr 
was formerly always provided with 12 guns, and 
now only with 4 of a {mall calibers However, 
the battalion of Mapfredni and the Croats, ac- 
cordiag tO an unanimous report, kept this 
like rocks, and dilappointed four times the ferieus 
horde of the French in carrying the redoubt by
